School Cost

At $186,310) 


Trustees of the Menlo Park ele- 
mentary school district on Monday 


Mel Homfeld a preliminary budget 
of $186,310 for the 1949-50 school 
year and a proposed tax rate of 
$1.15 per $100 of assessed valuation. 

The tentative budget, to be sub- 
mitted to public hearing in Aug- 
ust, is $38,000 more than that for 
the current year, but the suggest- 
ed tax rate of $1.15 is 51 cents 
less than that levied this year. 

The $1.15 rate would be levied 

under the district’s new financial 
structure approved at a_ scecial 
election last month, when a $1.10 
permissive rate for capital outlay 
(mew construction and site acqui- 
sition) was replaced witn a 60-cent 
rate for general purposes. The 60 
cents or any portion of it may be 
added to the present 90-cent rate 
for general operations. 

For the current school year, 76 
cents of the $1.10 permissive rate 
was levied, making a total of $1.66 
when added to the 90 cents for gen- 
eral purposes. 

Homfeld informed the board that 
he expects a balance of $20,000 in 
operation funds and $40,000 in the 
capital outlay fund to be carried 
over into the new school year. Heé 
also estimated $79,000 would be re- 
ceived from state school funds and 
$106,000 from local taxes. 

Of the proposed $186,310 budget, 
$118,000 is for Salaries. Higher 
salaries account for $18,000 of the 
$38,000 increased proposed over 
the 1948-49 budget. 

The proposed new budget contains 
no new funds for capital outlay. 

Homfeld explained the Hillview 
school, to be constructed at Santa 
Cruz avenue and Elder street, will 
be financed by bond and tax money 
already on hand. 

Monday night’s meeting was at- 
tended by Mrs. Phyllis O. Campbell, 
who was elected a trustee at last 
month’s election to succeed Louis H.

Estimate 
Is $176,214 


A tentative budget totaling $176,- 
214 and a proposal for a f:ve-cent 
feduction in the Menlo Park tax 
rate for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1 were received by the city 
council from City Manager Cecil 
Longson Tuesday night. 

The tax rate reduction plan was 
disclosed last month at the time 
the council acted on the new bus- 
iness license ordinance. The five 
cents would be taken off the pres- 
ent 15-cent rate for bond redemp- 
tion and provide an overall rate 
of $1.20 per $100 of assessed val- 
uation, including $1 for general 
government and 10 cents for em- 
ploye retirement. 

The bonds being amortized under 
the tax levy are those voted last 
year for acquisition of the Dibble 
hospital property that was convert- 
€d lr civin renter and recreation» 
area. Assessed valuation increases 
will make possible the five-cent cut, 
Longson said. 

Public hearing on the proposed 
budget was set for the June 28 
council meeting at 8 p.m. 

The tentative budget of $176,214 
compares with the $141,950 budget 
for the fiscal year now nearing an 
end. Mayor Charles P. Burgess 
said the $176,214 is not regarded 
as being out of line with the 1948-49 
figure in view of increased popula- 
tion and the need for expansion of 
municipal services. 

Longson estimated 1949-50 rev- 
enues at $184,862 based on an as- 
sessed valuation of $6,500,000. In- 

cluding a cash balance of $40,000 
expected as of June 30, the city 
would have $224,862 in total funds. 
The difference between that sum 
and the $176,214 proposed budget 
would leave a reserve fund of 
$48,648.

Quite recently, the city council 
passed an ordinance which great- 
ly increased the fees paid for 
business licenses. Whether fhe 
new ordinance is right or wrong 

I frankly cannot say. 

There is, however, something rad- 
ically wrong and that is the atti- 
tude of the citizens of Menlo Park 
and I state my reasons as followsa 

Most people have the concept 
that citizenship involves residence 
in a town, county, state and nation. 
As such these people are subject 
to certain laws and are subject to 
certain taxes. At times these peo- 
ple exercise their privilege of vot- 
ing. As soon as they have voted, 
they sit back and relax. When the 
elected officials have considered the 
various bills, ordinances, etc and 
pass on them, the public then will 
grouse. 

This grousing, complaining pub- 
lic had never taken the time nor 
the opportunity, as is their right, 
to take issue with the people they 
put in office. 

According to the editorial of the 
Menlo Park RECORDER of May 
27, 1949, only four people attended 
the council meeting which consid- 
ered the ordinance I have previously 
mentioned. Of these four, only two 
had anything to say. 

(Editor’s note: The editorial re- 
ferred to said that only four bus- 
iness people were noted in the aud- 
ience at this particular council 
meeting). 

Now to go back to my original @ 
statement that something is 
wrong and that I strongly protest 
the lackadaisical attitude that ap- 
“parently prevails in Menlo Park 
and in other towns. < 

With a population of approxi- 
mately 10,000, surely 9996 people 
had some opinion regarding the 
then impending ordinance. Of the 
9996 people were many who WwWefe 
vitally affected by the ordinance. 
It makes no difference whethem 
these residents were for or against 
the new business license law, but 
why, why didn’t they tell their 
councilmen what they thought! I+ 
the majority of the businessmen 
wanted this new law, surely they 
could have told their elected repre- 
sentatives what they wanted rather 
than let them grope in the dark. 

The question of the ordinance is 
now dead. But the principle in- 
volved will be alive as long as this 
is a republic. Ma
